TH E TYRANNY OF FASHION 
Stiff Hats, Stiff Collars and Stiff Cor- 
v Bets Cause Much Discom­ 
fort to Humans. 
It is a strange fact that, independ­ 
ent as Americans profess to be, and 
on the whole are, they cannot rise 
above certain arbitrary fashions that 
are ugly, inconvenient and positively 
injurious to health. It would seem the 
easiest thing imaginable to substitute 
something sane and pleasing in an ar­ 
ticle of dress for one that is uncom­ 
fortable to wear and well-nigh hideous 
to be seen, but even the one who fol­ 
lows fashion only afar off will have 
to admit that no small part of his 
mode of dressing is due to fashion and 
not to comfort or utility, says the %\i- 
cago Chronicle. 
It is not women alone who are sub­ 
ject to this tyranny. Men who are 
rational on other points, who believe 
in comfort and exercise a great deal 
of oommon sense in regard to it, will 
still obey custom—under protest, to be 
sure, but none the less they obey. 
The most nonconventional will wear 
stiff hats, knowing that they are sune 
to induce baldness. They will wear 
stiff, high collars and suffer great in­ 
convenience rather than adopt a pic­ 
turesque tie that is at once easy and 
becoming. They will wear cuffs that 
are fetters, and, though they pull them 
off the first moment they are alone, 
conformity to popular usage leads 
them to put them on in the presence 
of others in spite of discomfort. 
Women follow more changes of 
fashion than men do and are willing 
to suffer even more torture, for wom­ 
en are by nature more formal and 
more fond of convention than men 
are, yet they are not a whit more irra­ 
tional, although they are usually cred­ 
ited with more unreasonableness in 
respect to fashion. 
The laws of fashion are often as 
mysterious as they are imperative. 
Occasionally the origin of a certain 
mode of dress can be traced to some 
defect or caprice in a queen or em­ 
peror—the people willingly aiding in 
hiding a weakness—or from love to 
the sovereign they may adopt some 
strange fancies, but even an emperor 
would not control fashion by an edict, 
for he knows that, like language, it 
has a way of its own and no one can 
predict what direction it will take. 
The popularity of King Edward has 
tended to bring about certain desirable 
reforms in men’s dress. The demo­ 
cratic character of the man as prince 
and as king led him to consult com­ 
ic*} and convenience in th8 matter 
of dress, although he never defied con­ 
ventional forms. He is by universal 
consent admitted to he the best dressed 
man in his dominions. So because he 
follows as well as leads in fashion he 
has been able to introduce changes 
that have been a decided improvement 
by way of comfort. 
Probably the time is remote, If It 
ever shall come, when men and women 
will dress as they please individually. 
Originality in dress is too daring. It 
Invites too much attention and crit­ 
icism for anyone to indulge in It to a 
great extent. Arbitrary as fashion is 
and uncomfortable as her dictates are, 
It is found to be far easier to obey 
than to resist. Who defies fashion 
does it at his peril. He is ostracised 
socially and must bear the penalty. 
All the same, it is strange that it is so.

Then there are unique medals which 
naturally command fancy prices.

In tho spring of 1000 1 came to 
Alaska and was at once deeply im­ 
pressed with the wonderful possibili­ 
ties of the rich and strongly locked 
treasure box of Uncle Sam. The 
ledges and placers along the coast 
were yielding good returns, tho 
Treadwell mine on Douglas Island, 
with its 860 stamps, had caused a 
town ot over 3000 people. 
New prospects along the coast were 
attracting men and capítol. The 
Klondike placers had produced over 
22 millions the previous year. Eagle, 
Gírele and Rampart, all on the Yukon 
were yielding rich harvests of yellow 
attractiveness, anti whispers of the 
famous sands of Nome were already 
heard. The “ terrible climate,” that 
bugaboo of those, who had no real 
knowledge of the region, iqst five 
sixths ot its terrors on close acquaint­ 
ance. The chief obstacle to tbe rapid 
development of the vast interior of 
Alaska lies in the Jack of transport 
ation. Steam travel on tiie Yukon 
and its branches is only possible from 
June to October. The White Pass 
and Yukon K. R., 112 miles long, 
connected ocean steamships at Skag- 
way with river boats at White Horse, 
447 miles above Dawson, tbo chief 
town of tho Klondike, but 
nearly 100 miles above 
meridian, or international 
From tbeuce it is inoro 
miles to the mouth of the Yukon. 
Nearly thre? hundred millions ot 
acres of territory, much of it rich in 
timber, minerals and agricultural 
laad, was practically inaccessible. Tho 
south coast has several harbors opeD 
the entire year, and from some ot 
them a railroad was certain to be 
built to the interior. 
But tho neglect and tyranny of 
congress made capitalists timid about 
investing in enterprises requiring 
vast outlays before returns could be 
possible. 
.Never 
before 
in the 
country’s history had special laws 
been made that would haudicap the 
development ot a new region, but 
here where distance and climate com­ 
bined with tiie harsh topography ot 
the coast to guard tho rich treasures 
of tho lutorior congress placed the 
additional burden of the Alaska tax 
act, more iniquitous and oppressive 
than any ever made by King George 
aud bis ministry 110 years ago. Not 
only this, with one single exception, 
uo resident of Aiaska has ever been 
appointed to a government office in 
Alaska, our officers are all carpet­ 
baggers, cud 1 will never blame the 
south tor teeling ugly under such a 
system. 
To build a railroad across the 
mountains to Hie great valleys of tfie 
interior wouid bo a work of years and 
many millions ot expense, aud after 
that immigration must be great and 
development immense, beioro divi­ 
dends could be realized, and yet 
instead 
q£ assisting, as in tho 
Philippines, or doing nothing to 
binder, as in all other cases, our great, 
tree, generous government exacts a 
yearly tax ou each milo of railroad 
built iu Alaska. 
But the increasing 
kuovvlegde of the region’s richness 
was enough to overcome even these 
unheard oí obstados, and tho whole 
coast was examined for available

The Copper river, which 
empties into the head of Prince 
Williams Sound was for a time con 
sidered the most feasible route, and 
the rich copper deposits along the 
line were also an inducement. 
But 
glaciers and avaianches added to the 
ruggedness of the mountains made 
the task too gigantic to tempt capital­ 
ists to invest and the many schemes 
for a railroad from Valdez to the 
Yukon river were beyond tbo hands 
of the promoters. 
Two of the most persistent and 
enthusiastic of Alaska pioneers were 
the Ballaino brothers, typical speci 
mens ot western grit aud energy. For 
two years they studied the problem 
of piercing tho mountain walls that 
guards tho coast of Alaska and mak­ 
ing tho interior open to travel and 
traffic the entire year. They finally 
decided that Resurrrection Bay, on 
the eastern coast of Kenai Peninsnla 
was tho best start iug point, because 
it had the finest harbor aud townsito 
iu tbe whole region. 
Prelimiuaiy 
work was begun in 1903, and in 1904 a 
few miles of track was laid. 
Early 
in 1905 they succeeded in interest­ 
ing capitalists, wiio controled fuuds 
sufficient for such a vast undertaking, 
and tho work has since gone forward 
as fast as money, brains aud muscles 
could push it. Now, January Ctb, 
there are 46 miles of track laid. The 
next 50 miles are the hardest to build 
of the whole lino. 
Work ou tunnels 
and rock cuts will be rushed the 
whole wiutor. About 1700 men are 
employed at present. In spring they 
wish to employ 10,000 men. 
Ordin­ 
ary laborers are paid $2.75 per day, 
seven days m the week, deducting 
six dollars a week for board. Tfiere 
will be no business tor tho road until 
it reaches the Matamisky coat fields, 
125 miles from here, the finest and 
most oxteusive deposits known on 
the Pacific coast. 
Beyond lies the 
Susitua Valley with more than 4000,­ 
000 aci'6s of rich agricultural land. 
Leaving this tho road crosses the low 
divide of tho Alaskan* Range, and 
outers tho Tauana valley, which pro­ 
duced more than $6,000,000 in gold 
last year, and is expected to rival the 
Klondike in a year or two more. 
The Rampart district is just beyond 
tbe Tanana, on the direct routo to 
tbe Kogukuk aud Nome reigons. At 
present the road is surveyed only to 
the Tanana, 410 miles, and further 
developments will influence the ex­ 
tension of the mam line and its 
branches. 
Each Railroad Has Differing Con­ 
ditions. 
United ¡States ¡Senator Morgan of 
Alabama thus discusses a great 
question: “ Railroads are in the ex­ 
clusive owueiehip of corporations 
composed of stockholders. 
lhey get 
all their powers, including toe right 
of condemnation of private lands for 
their purposes, 
from 
State or 
Territorial legislatures, and are sub­ 
ject to any control, or any taxation, 
or any rates of charges, or any re­ 
striction of profits, or any duties or 
penalties that may be prescribed in 
their charters. 
“ The rivers aud highways belong to 
the people, and cannot become the 
private property of anybody or be 
used for any exclusive privilege. 
“ Tbo capacity to own a railroad 
for public uses is created by act of 
some legislature and such uses are a 
part ot the act and create correlative 
rights in favor of the people that are 
subject to definition by the power of 
the government that creates the 
corporation. 
“ If the provisions of 
do not fix the rates of 
transporatiou as part of 
rights or duties, the common law re­ 
quires them to be leasouable; and no 
legislative body or court can lawfully 
confer upon such corporation the 
power to charge rates that are uu 
reasonably high, or compel them to 
accept property tor transporatiou at 
rates that are unreasonably low. 
“ The exclusive ownership by rail­ 
road companies of routes of trans­ 
portation brings into tho consider­ 
ation ot tho questiou of reasonable 
ratos an element that had no part in 
the l ights or duties of carriers or iu 
commerce among tho States, and 
that questiou is differentiated iu its 
solution as to every railroad in exist­ 
ence, aud as to evory State aud com­ 
munity in which such railroad is 
operated, by tho fact that establish 
or else disprove the reasonableness of 
the rates iu that situation.”

The Nose Bleaching Hammer.—Dis 
tiliation of Gold.—Gigantic Friction 
Matches.—A Light That Mystifies. 
The Coming Plant Food.—Hearing 
Plants Grow.—The Biggest Cable. 
A Paradox of Our Senses.—National 
Longevity. 
• 
Rod noses are due to enlarged blood 
vessels, which result from various 
causes, such as very slight freezing, 
and are much less often produced by 
drinking than is generally supposed, 
in the improved process of Prof 
Lassar, of Berlin, the blood-vessels 
are reduced by prickings with a little 
hammer of about forty platinum 
needless. 
The instrument is driven 
by an electro-motor, and causes free 
bleeding in a few miuutes, six or 
eight sittings, at the rate of one or 
two per week, bleaching the brightest 
nose to its normal color. The prick­ 
ing—which may be combined with the 
use ot galvano, caustica! or elec- 
trolytical needless—may serve also 
tor removing birth-marks and other 
blemishes of tho sitin. 
Gold has been easily distilled by 
Henri Mossan in the electric furnace, 
its boiling point being higher than 
that of copper but lower than that of 
lime. In a cold tube, the vapor con­ 
densed partly iu the form of moss 
gold, partly as microscopic crystals, 
the general properties being those of 
finely divided gold. 
in alloys with 
coppor and tin, the gold distills over 
last. On distilling an alloy ot tin 
and gold, a purple of Cassius is 
obtaned iu the dry way. 
A remaikable effect of pile-driving 
was lately observed at Rotterdam. 
On withdrawing some piles that had 
been rammed through quicksand by 
150 to 260 strokes por minute, the 
points were found to be charred by 
friction aud they ignited, spontane­ 
ously on contact with the air. 
A faintly luminous mist in the bulb 
and ou tbo fingers has been noted by 
Prof. Sommers ou robbing electric 
light bulbs that have been not long 
iu use. No satisfactory explanation 
lias been given. 
A novel flame arc, accidentally dis­ 
covered by Prot. Birkeiaud of Christ­ 
iania University, has led to tho con­ 
struction ot a special electric furnace, 
aud this gives promise ot making 
Norway the center of an important 
new industry. 
in the new furnace, 
the electrodes are arranged equator­ 
ially between the poles of a powerful 
electro-magnet, when a disc-shaped 
arc of remarkable stability is produc­ 
ed. 
This flame arc has powerful 
effect iu various reactions, but is 
particularly efficient in causing the 
chemical combination of the nitrogen 
and oxygen of the atmosphere. Ex­ 
periments with this method of fixing 
nitrogen have now been in progress 
for two or three years. A commercial 
stage was reachod a few months ago 
with the opening at Notodden of a 
factory having three furnaces of 750 
horse power each, and since then the 
air has been drawn upon for produc­ 
ing a supply of nitric acid, calcium 
nitrate and calcium nitrite. 
The 
calcium nitrate has proven equal to 
natural saltpeter as a manure, while 
tho nitrite is valuable for making 
dyes. Tho process has proven so 
successful that a factory using 30,000 
horse-power is already projected, and 
Norway's waterfalls may be expected 
to furnish our plant food as Chile’s 
store of natural fertilizer disappears. 
ft is now possible to hear and see 
plants grow. In the apparatus ot two 
Germans, the growing plaut is con­ 
nected with a disc having in its center 
an indicator which moves visibly and 
regularly, and this movement, magni­ 
fied fifty times over a scale, shows 
the progress in growth. 
When the 
disc and indicator—which are of 
metal—are brought into circuit with 
au electric hammer, the current 
being interrupted at divisions of the 
disc, tho growth of the plant is per­ 
ceptible to the ear as well as to the 
eye.The layer of the sea taken up by the 
clouds each year is now estimated at 
fourteen feet in thickness. 
The 
winds carry the clouds to land, 
where tho water falls as rain, to find 
its way iu due time back to the ocean. 
A chain cable just completed at 
Pontypiidd, South Wales, for a Cun- 
ard steamship is the largest ever 
made. 
The iron Is 3% inches in 
diameter at the smallest part of the 
link, and each link is about 
22J£ 
inches in length, weighing, with the 
steel stud, about 160 pounds. 
In a 
test ot three links, a strain of 1988 
tons elongated each link about % 
inch. The full power of the testing 
machine, believod to have given a 
tension of 370 tons, was applied with­ 
out breaking the sample, which thus 
endured a test about 90 per cent higher 
than the usual requirement. 
Tbe 
same makers furnished the cables oi 
tho Great Eastern, which had tbe 
unprecedented diameter of 2% inches. 
The physiological zero, or the 
temperature that seems to the human 
body neither warm nor cold, has 
been investigated by M. Maurel, a 
Fronch physiologist. He immersed 
bis body in baths of air aud water of 
various temperatures, aud has brought 
out the surprising fact that the 
uufolt temperature is crusiderably 
below that of tho skin, or between 86 
degress aud 91 dergeos F. A nntb 
having our owu temperature gives us 
a sensation ot heat—a curious fact 
due to the action of the heat-regulat­ 
ing mechanism ot the body. 


The brightness of the corona, or 
ring of light encircling the sun, was 
measured by M. Chas. Fabry during 
the recent total eclipse. He found 
the light of a point a twentieth of a 
degree from the sun’s edge to be 
equivalent to about 720 candle power, 
or a little more than a fourth of the 
brightness of the full moon. 
The 
sky near the uneclipsed sun is 2000 
times as bright. 
Late statistics show that a Spaniard 
lives less than two-thirds as long as a 
Norwegian. The average duration of 
life is, in Norway, 50 years; England, 
45; Belgium, 44; Switzerland, 
44; 
France, 43; Austria, 39; Germany, 
39; Italy, 39; Bavaria, 36; and Italy 
32.

Thebes 5,000 years ago. Aud ou the 
men of that early time it shone down 
from the same position and with the 
same brightness as it does on us today, 
a striking example of the unchange­ 
ableness of the heavens. 
From the days of the early Hindoos 
to the present the constellation has for 
some reason borne always a stormy 
character. Allusions to its direful influ­ 
ence are found everywhere among the 
classic writers. Thus Milton wrote: 
"When with fierce winds Orion arrived 
Hath vexed the Red sea coast. 
The loss of the Roman squadron in 
the first Punic war was ascribed to the 
fleets having sailed just after the ris­ 
ing of Orio'¿. The group has also been 
employed as a calendar sign, its morn­ 
ing rising indicating the beginning or 
summer, its miduiglit rising the season 
of grape gathering and its early even­ 
ing rising the arrival o f winter, with 
its attendant storms. In leeent times 
the group has always represented a 
great hunter or warrior. Its present 
title came into Greek astronomy’ from 
the Euphrates and originally signified 
the light of heaven. 


Flit Snn«lny. 
Palm Sunday is known in England 
as Fig Sunday because in many dis­ 
tricts figs are freely eaten ou that day. 
The custom is common In the villages 
of Bedford, Bucks, Hertford and 
Northampton and is found in some 
parts of north Wales. As Palm Sunday 
approaches the shop windows of Dun­ 
stable are filled with figs in readiness 
for the crowds who go to the top of 
Dunstable downs to regale themselves 
on that day. At Kemptou, in Hertford­ 
shire, to “keep warsel” is to feast on 
figs or fig puddings with your friends 
on Palm Sunday. Fig Sunday Is proba­ 
bly connected with tho story of the 
barren fig tree, which forms part of 
one of the lessons for the day.—London 
Mail.

I t is a m atter oí surprise that Ama­ 
dor conuty’s population 
does 
not 
inerease in proportion to other por­ 
tions of the state. 
C alifornia is gain­ 
ing in population at a rapid rate, but 
Amador 
rem ains about stationary. 
That it is one of the most desirable 
spots in the "lan d of sunshine, fruits 
and flowers, ” as regards clim ate and 
other natural advantages for home 
making there is no question. 
S till 
they do not come. We have actually 
less people to-day 
in 
the county 
than there was tweny years ago. 
The county seems out of the line 
of em igrant travel. 
Few intending 
settlers turn their faces thitherw ard 
to view the good land, for the p u r­ 
pose of judging of its attractiveness. 
It is undeniably tf.ue, th a t Amador 
could support, and support well, with 
her varied agricultural and m ineral 
resources, a much larger population 
than she now has, or has ever bad. 
Our m ineral resources are great, still 
they are not sutScent to justify ex­ 
pectations 
of a large increase of 
people. The present output and em ­ 
ploym ent furnished by our mines can 
and wil undoubtly be m antained for 
many 
years 
to come. 
This is a 
logical deduction from past history. 
Some mines will fail, and drop from 
the ranks of producers and employers 
of labor, but others may be expected 
to forge to the front to take tbeir 
places. It is the development of other 
sources of wealth besides gold mining 
that Amador m ust look for advance­ 
ment. 
There is one thing that Ama­ 
dor county furnishes a striking con­ 
trast to other section. We have made 
no organized, and very little indi­ 
vidual effort to reach the stream of 
home seekers. 
We have no literature 
to distribute. 
Im m igration is gov­ 
erned prettv much by the same laws 
that are applicable to private busi­ 
ness. 
If a man wants business, he 
m ust go after it,*not merely sit with 
folded hands and wait for its coming. 
Bo with im m igrants. 
The sections of 
C alifornia that have gained wealth 
and population 
most rapidly have 
made persistent and organized eiiorts 
to that end. 
An intending settler 
reaching the 
southern part of the 
state is told that there is little or no 
thing to entice the homeseeker north 
of Tehatcapi pass. 
And so far as 
Amador Is concerned we have made 
no attem pt to offset such damaging 
and untruthful statem ents. 
This backwardness is brought strik 
ingly to the fore occasionally. A few 
days ago we received a letter of in ­ 
quiry from a gentlem an in Southern 
California, asking for 
inform ation 
concerning this county. 
He wanted 
statistics and any literature obtain 
able on the subject. 
Here was evi­ 
dently one on the lookout for a home 
place. 
And the lam entable fact was 
th at we had nothing to send. 
No 
pam phlet of any kind has been pub­ 
lished for this purpose; not a scrap 
setting out our attractions was at 
hand to send him. 
This is deplor­ 
able. 
It 
ought to 
be rem edied; 
should have 
been 
remedied years 
ago. 
We can donate funds to help 
along 
sem i-public 
dem onstra tions 
which am ount to nothing in getting 
people here, but when it comes to the 
earnest seeker after inform ation we 
are absolutely w ithout means to en­ 
lighten him as to the conditions in 
Amador county.

The D istrict C ourt of Appeals has 
decided that the supervisors of the 
m ountain 
counties 
exceeded their 
authority when they adopted ordin­ 
ances levying a tax upon sheep being 
driven through to summer ranges.

The Outdoor A rt League depart­ 
m ent of C alifornia Club has issued 
an appeal urging th a t California be 
placed apon an equal footing with 
other public land states which have 
received a per cent of the net pro­ 
ceeds of the cash 
sales of public 
lands within their territories. 
It is 
contended that when C alifornia was 
adm itted to the anion in 1850 she 
surrendered certain concession and 
was promised in return a grant of five 
live oent of the net proceeds of the 
cash sales w ithin the State. 
It is 
claimed that she has failed to receive 
this percentage, and the people of 
California are urged to united action 
to secure this long deferred benefit, 
by requesting congress to pass the 
necessary 
legislation 
to that end. 
The money so derived to be funded 
for the benefit of the common schools 
including a state school of forestry. 
If the facts are as stated in the cir­ 
cular, there seems no valid reason why 
congress should not heed the request, 
an<j term inate at the earliest poss­ 
ible moment this long period of in ­ 
justice to the state. As it is now and 
has been for many years, every 16th 
and 36tb section bas been granted to 
tbe state, and set apart of tbe benefit 
of tbe 8ohools. 
This is in accordance 
with the grant of 500,000 acres by the 
general governm ent to the state of 
California. 
W hether this grant was 
in lieu of tne 5 per centum of tbe 
cash 
sales by 
the United 
States 
referred to as a part of the compact 
made upon the adm ission of C ali­ 
fornia into the 
Union we do not 
know. 
The m erits ot this claim for 
further Hid from the federal govern­ 
ment depends upon this point.

designated only by U. S. government 
survey. 
It is necessary to have this 
additional 
territory 
surveyed 
and 
platted to correspond with the other 
portions of the oity, as well as to 
clearly define the boundaries so as to 
tell who resides within the city and 
who do not. The election for officers 
will be held in April, and the election 
boards 
as 
well 
as 
the 
citizens 
goneraily, will want to know who are 
entitled to vote.

BURGLARY AND ROBBERY.

Ghilieri Bros, near Jackson Gate 
Rifled of Cash and Jewelry. 


The saloon aud lodging house of 
Ghilieri Bros., 
situated 
between 
Jackson Gate aud the Oneida mine, 
was the scene Tuesday night of one of 
the boldest robberies that, has occur­ 
red in the county for years. 
The 
building is a three-story structure. 
The lower story is used for the liquor 
business aud saloon; the middle story 
is devoted to th6 living rooms of the 
proprietors, while the third story is 
used for accommodation of roomers, 
of whom there were about sixteen at 
the time of the burglary. 
The pro­ 
prietors are Joseph and Louis Ghilieri. 
In the bedroom of Joseph was a small 
trunk, in which the money on hand 
was kept. 
The place does a large 
business, and it was necessary to have 
considerable cash on hand to cash 
checks and so forth, but the Jackson 
bank is the main place of deposit. 
This trunk was kept locked, the lock 
being of a slim character. 
Louis, the 
elder 
brother 
retired 
about eight 
o’clock that night. 
He had to pass 
through his brother’s bedroom, and 
he noticed the 
trunk there at that 
time. 
Joe stayed in the saloon until 
ten o’clock, the usual time for closing, 
and then went to his room. 
He at 
once noticed that the trunk contain­ 
ing the valuables was gone. 
Search 
was instituted, and the trunk was 
found several hundred feet from the 
house, north,under a large tree, away 
from 
the path of travel. 
It 
was 
broken open, and its money contents 
gone. 
A m iner’s hand drill, belong­ 
ing to tbe premises, was found close 
by. 
It was the instrument used in 
forcing the lock. 
An examination 
showed that the booty secured con­ 
sisted of about $400 in coin, nearly 
8100 of which was silver. Also a valu­ 
able gold watch and chain worth $200. 
and a 
diamond ring, the gem in 
which was valued at $60. 
Four gold 
pans, a gold pin, and a lot of papers 
were left. 
The coin taken was in a 
sack in the trunk. 
In the hurry and 
darkness the robber or robbers over­ 
looked a $10 gold piece and a couple 
of silver coins, which were found 
loose in the recovered trunk. 
The sheriff’s office was promptly 
notified of the crime, 
and the same 
evening deputy sheriff Kay and con­ 
stable Laverone went out to investi­ 
gate, sheriff Norman being out of the 
county on other criminal business. 
Of course, in the darkness nothing 
could be done. 
No definite clew has 
since been obtained. 
One man could 
easily have done the whole thing. All 
he had to do was to open the window 
of the bedroom facing north, put the 
trunk through it,and pack it to a safe 
distance, and ransack it. 
All could 
have been done in from five to ten 
minutes. It was undoubtedly someone 
well conversant with the premises, 
and also with the business habits of 
the proprietors. 
The drill found near the trunk was 
kept in a passage way on the south 
side of the saloon. 
It could have 
been 
taken 
without entering 
the 
house, and 
may have been secured 
days before the robbery. The proprie­ 
tors had not kept track of it. 
Jos. 
Ghilieri mourns tne loss of his watch 
more than the money. He had had 
it for seventeen years, prized it as a 
faithful and reliable companion. 
No 
suspicious circumstances were noticed 
during the evening of the robbery. 
He sat up playing a game of cards 
with friends, and while so amusing 
himself the scheme of robbery was 
carried to its consummation. 
Latest—Frank Leonesia, a boy of 
about 15 years, was arrested at Jack­ 
son Gate yesterday, and lodged in 
tbe county jail by deputy H. E. Kay. 
It is believed that he knows some­ 
thing about 
the robbery, and his 
incarceration is in relation to that 
crime. 
It seems the 
boy had been 
employed tor some time working in 
the kitchen at the Ghilieri establish­ 
ment. 
He left his employment there 
on the 18th of the month. 
He knew 
all about the place. 
While it is hard 
to believe that he was the principal 
in tbe affair, it may be that he has 
information concerning it which the 
officers are wanting. 
Street rumor 
says that he mane remarks 
about 
the robbery that led to his arrest.

feet near the stove, as probably nine 
out of every ten persons would do 
under similar circumstances.

remedies as he could, but without 
avail. Last Saturday he came to Jack­ 
son to consult a doctor.

Kennedy—One of tbe 
interesting 
features of the Kennedy mine is the 
tailings plant. 
This is operated by 
the company, and is quite an import­ 
ant source of revenue. 
Y'ears ago it 
was customary for plants to catch 
the sulphurets from the tailings from 
the mill to be operated by outside 
parties, who were charged a small 
rental for the privilege. 
This 
was 
tbe practice 
at the Kennedy, 
the 
company in tormer years not deeming 
it worth while to bother with this 
business. 
Now however, many ot the 
tailings plants are owned and worked 
as a part of the mine as it has been 
found a profitable undertaking. 
At 
the Kennedy a large galvanized iron 
building has been constructed, and in 
this 64 large tables are placed, over 
which the pulp from the mill flows, 
leaving the fine sulphurets on the can­ 
vas. 
It takes four men to look alter 
it, aud it runs night and day. The 
tables are cleaned every hour; and 
the sulphurets saved are finally run 
over concentrating machines, which 
dean the sulphurets from dross to a 
great extent. 
They catch on a aver­ 
age about a ton of sulphurets per day 
from the tailings from the one hun­ 
dred stamp mill. 
These sulphurets 
are low grade, averaging not much 
over halt the value of the concentrates 
caught in the mill. 
Even then the 
value is something like $50 per ton, 
whioh is the daily output o f this 
branch of the mine. 
So that after 
paying wages aud the cost of reduc­ 
ing the sulphurets, there is a satis­ 
factory margin of profit attached to 
tbe business.

SPEND TO SAVE PENNIES. 


C ourt R ecords Show T housands oí 
D ollars H ave Been W asted to 
W in Sm all A m ounts. 


In the court records of a number 
of states may be found instances 
where a dispute over a few pen­ 
nies cost a small fortune. Sucli is 
the temperament of many people 
that they would rather risk the loss 
of a thousand dollars in costs than 
pay five cents they did not owe, or 
thought they did not owe, which is 
much the same thing to a pugna­ 
cious man. In fact there is a case 
on record in a New England court 
where a suit was brought over a 
cent, while suits involving less 
than a dollar are not at all infre­ 
quent. 
The baggage “smashers” on the 
railways are noted all the world 
over for their feats of destruction, 
and there are few travelers who 
have not suffered at their hands. 
Very few of them ever got any sat­ 
isfaction 
for 
their 
damaged 
trunks. 
Among the exceptions, 
however, was a Mr. Jepson, a trav­ 
eling representative of a big com 
mercial house. 
When one of his 
sample cases was damaged he did 
not meekly forgive. He rose in his 
wrath, and laying his hand upon 
his heart and professing that he 
was actuated by pure public spirit, 
he one day sued one of the big com­ 
panies for half a dollar, the cost 
of repairing a trunk damaged by 
the company’s servants. His lug­ 
gage had on several other occa­ 
sions suffered much more severely. 
Last year a man from Chicago, a 
certain Mr. Henderson, went to 
France for a summer holiday. The 
customs authorities 
there 
de­ 
manded eight francs duty on vari­ 
ous things they found in his trunks 
and bags. Believing he knew bet­ 
ter and that the utmost amount 
he could lawfully be called upon 
to pay was seven francs, he ten­ 
dered that amount and flatly de­ 
clined to pay more. 
The customs officers therefore 
declined to pass his baggage, and 
gave the traveler the choice of re- 
embarking or leaving his luggage 
in their possession until a more 
liberal view of the case should 
overtake him and induce him to 
disburse the eight francs. 
He 
chose the latter alternative, went 
on to Paris, bought a new outfit 
and instituted an action against 
the customs authorities for dam­ 
ages for wrongful detention of his 
goods, whereby he was put to con­ 
siderable trouble, annoyance and 
expense. 
He lost the action in the first 
place, appealed, and got the judg­ 
ment against him revised in his fa­ 
vor, whereupon the customs au­ 
thorities took the case to a higher 
court and finally won, obtaining 
judgment justifying their action, 
and ordering that the eight francs, 
together with 
a 
further 
6,000 
francs (about $1,150 more), costs of 
the various actions, should be paid 
forthwith, when the unsuccessful 
litigant would be reposessed of 
his baggage, for which he had re­ 
fused to pay 20 cents.

BRO W ;j GUN ¡3 A WONDER. 


Newly - Invented F ighting Kackiiu- 
Said to Have a Range of One 
Hundred Miles. 


The inventor of the new American gun 
is a man named J. Hamilton Brown, 
though the work of constructing this p _ - 
ticuiar six-inch experimenta! piece is in 
charge of Col. John M. ingrJis, retired 
U. S. A., an artillerist of high et; ndu g 
and reputation. 
Despite the incrsd*’- 
ity 
of 
contemporary 
gun-buiider. 
says a writer in Everybody’s, Col. in 
galls anti the officers with him a.-,- 
sert 
that 
this 
Eix-inch 
gun 
will 
throw 30 miles a projectile weighing tw 
pounds, which will pierce a six-inch 
steel target. 
A ten-inch gun of thi 
construction, with a powder chambc. 
of 14,259 cubic inches and using 360 
pounds of smokeless powder, would hurl 
a GOO-pound projectile a distance of 59 
miles. 
Increasing this ratio, a 16-inch 
gun would have an extreme range ol 
more than 100 miles, and equipped with 
such coast-defense rifles England and 
France could shell each othc-r across the 
channel. 
The important new principle 
in the Brown gun is the winding of a 
tube of involute steel plates with pol­ 
ished 
steel 
wire, 
thus 
securing 
both longitudinal and circumferential 
strength. 
The gun is 313 inches long 
and weighs 20,000 pounds. 
On a forged- 
steel lining tube 34 flat steel sheets, one- 
seventh of an inch in thickness ana 308 
inches in length, are laid in tbe same 
fashion that shingles are put on a roof, 
one under the other. 
But in this case 
they curl around the lining tube, fitting 
exactly and form the true 
tapering 
cylinder. 
On the outside pf Riese plates 
is wound, back and forth, just as threao 
is wound on a spool, 21 miles of stee'. 
wire, which is so tightly stretched by 
a special machine that every inch is 
tested to stand 2,500 pounds tension. 
There are seven layers of wound wire 
at the muzzle and 21 at the breech. 
On 
the outside of the wire, for a distance o! 
12 feet from the breech, is shrunk 
a 
iorged steel jacket to cover the power 
chamber. 
It is believed that np pos­ 
sible powder pressure in explosion could 
burst this gun,

H ire Babes for Twelve Cents a D ay— 
E xcite S ym pathy by S natching 
C rusts from G utters. 


The records of the Mendicity society 
of London reveal numberless stories of 
suffering child life; they abound, too. 
in narratives of women beggars' in­ 
genuity and degradation. 
By far tfcr 
greatest number of women mendicams 
are to be found in the ranks of stret: 
venders. 
The least possible quantity 
of goods suffices—a dozen bootlaces, tw a 
penny worth of matches, or a few sheet - 
of pins. 
But there is another type of 
impostor who has not died out—tbc- 
street singer with the borrowed child 
A police officer in the East End said the 
other day that quite as easily as in by­ 
gone days children can 
be hired as 
‘‘draws’’ for perambulating beggars. 
The prices charged vary, but a baby 
can be obtained for as little as 12 cents 
a day. There are other women, again, 
who use children out of arms to beg, and 
to compel them, weak anti half fam­ 
ished, to tramp miles in their quest for 
charity. 
The fortune telling role is 
favored by some women beggars. 
By 
this means they become popular with 
domestic servants, and so are able to se­ 
cure a good quantity pf spoil. Perhaps 
the most ingenious device of all is the 
one adopted by a Spltalfields alien, who 
simply stares down in the gutter, and. 
detecting—or pretending to detect—■* 
crust of bread, puts it into her mouth 
and appears to be eating it ravenously 
This touching spectacle never lails, if it 
is properly “worked," to obtain a rich 
harvest. 


LEGEND LEADS TO FIND. 


In te re stin g A rcheological D iscovery 
R esults from T olling of F o rg o t­ 
ten In d ia n Tale in California. 


An Indian legend was recently the 
cause leading to an interesting archeo­ 
logical discovery in Shasta county, Cat. 
According to the legend, says Youth's 
Companion, a maidc-n of the Wintun 
tribe, while searching for water in a 
cavern known to the Indians as 
the 
Samwel, or Spirit-water cave, disap­ 
peared in a very deep well.

VANDERBILT’S YE IT AUTO. 


it is Planned to M ake 150 M iles an 
Hour. 
Mr. Alfred G. Vanderbilt is having 
constructed 
secretly 
an 
automobile 
which he hopes will Be the fastest ma­ 
chine in the world. 
He is an automo­ 
bile enthusiast and is determined with 
the aid of the wealth at his command to 
break the present record. 
The ma­ 
chine which he is having built is esti­ 
mated to be capable of developing 152 
miles an hour with 250 horsepower. 
Such speed is tne equivalent of 218 feet 
for every clock tick; it means a mile 
in 23 2-5 seconds. 
The present mile 
record is 32 4-5 seconds made by H. L. 
Bowden, at Ormond Beach, Fla., last 
February. 
Should Mr. Vanderbilt be able to at­ 
tain such extraordinary speed with this 
automobile it will mean th at it will go 
faster than anything 
in 
the world 
heretofore. 
The best tim e ever made 
on a railroad was a mile in 30 seconds; 
this was on the Plant System on a run 
from Fleming to Jacksonville, Florida, 
when five miles were covered a t the 
rate of 120 miles per hour. 
Not only 
will it go faster than the speed ma­ 
chines of to-day but the new automo­ 
bile flyer promises to carry its driver 
faster than man has ever traveled be­ 
fore in the world. In fact it is stated 
that even few birds could fly at such a 
pace. 


Cares for 1,000 Canaries. 
Mrs. Sarah Noble, a widow, of Cin­ 
cinnati, Ohio, feeds 1,000 canaries in 
her luxurious home in that city. Dur­ 
ing one of her trips abroad many years 
ago she purchased and brought here 
the ancestors of these birds at a cost of

In 1859 Henry C. Murphy, while at 
The Hague examining the old Dutch 
records for data referring to Hudson, 
found in the royal archives a Dutch 
copy of Hudson’s contract with the di­ 
rectors of the East India Company.

The farm er of to-day finds an en­ 
tirely different situation and a strong 
and increasing competition. 
The vasfl 
wilderness has

agriculture has thus been retrograding 
and the competition continually grow­ 
ing keener but little has been done to 
fit the farm er to cope with the «hang­ 
ing conditions. 
The average country

His schooling has 
not been such as would help him to 
farm better, to make more money on 
the farm or to make of farm ing an in­ 
teresting employment. And so he goes 
to the city to utilize his special knowl­ 
edge. The trend of the country-raised 
lad is irresistibly in th at direction, 
while there is no equalizing current im­ 
pelling the young people of the cities ta 
fill his place in the country. And tha 
city boy as he grows up and marriea 
would like to have a home of his own 
on a piece of land, of course, hut ha 
knows only the trade or profession thal 
he has learned. 
He knows nothing ol 
farming and he would not know hon 
to make a living from a piece of land 
if he had it. 
It has often been said 
th at it is worse than useless to put 
the poor of the great cities out in tha 
country, because they will not staj| 
there. As a m atter of fact, they can­ 
not be expected to, for to them it is g 
strange and barren story. The experi­

COMMISSIONER LEUPP OF INDIAN 
AFFAIRS AGAINST HIGHER 
EDUCATION. 


The Red Man is Original and Should 
not be Considered M erely W hite 
With a Dusky Skin—Highly in terest­ 
ing Resort. 
The Indian should be an Indian and 
nothing more. 
60 says Commissioner of Indian Af­ 
fairs Francis E. Leupp in his annual 
report. He does not believe th e Indian 
snould be educated for higher profes­ 
sions in the great colleges of the coun­ 
try to the neglect of nis sound and 
practical learning. 
His report is, beyond any doubt, the 
most interesting one ever received 
from the Indian Office. 
Made-Over Indians U seless. 
“The made-over Indian,” he says, “is 
bound to be like the N avajo blanket, 
from which all the Navajo has been 
expurgated—neither one thing nor the 
other. 
I like the 
Indian for w hat is 
Indian in him. I w ant him to retain 
all his old contempt for hunger, thirst, 
cold and danger when he has anything 
to do. 
I love the spirit of manly in­ 
dependence which moved a copper-col­ 
ored sage once to beg th at I would in­ 
tercede with the Great F ather and 
throttle a proposal to send rations to 
his people, because it would pauperize 
their young men and m ake them 
slaves to the whites.” 
Mr. Leupp declares th at the common 
m istake of white men dealing with In- 


A HOLLAND AIRSHIP. 


Inventor of Sub-Marine 
Boat 
19 
W orking on One th at Will Fly. 
The report comes from New York 
th at John P. Holland, the inventor of 
the submarine boat, is about to give 
to the public an invention of a flying 
machine said to be of as perfect a 
construction as the submarine bearing 
his name. Mr. Holland has been work­ 
ing on flying 
machines for 
nearly 
twelve years, during which tim e four 
models have been constructed and de­ 
stroyed on account of their imperfec­ 
tions. He is now working on the fifth 
model, which he believes will be made 
to fly. 
This latter model weighs only 
thirty pounds. 
It is arranged to be 
strapped to the back of the person de­ 
siring to soar in the air. 
There will 
be two vertical arm s crossing at right 
angles w ith the axis and two pairs of 
wings; these are to vibrate in oppo­ 
site directions. One pair of wings will 
be placed at the back of the head and 
the other pair near the waist. 
They 
are of light steel construction, weigh­ 
ing about a pound each. 
In speaking 
o£ his invention, Mr. Holland said: 
“Any m an who walks three miles an 
hour can easily fly the same distance 
in ten minutes witn my invention and 
I do not consider th at statem ent an 
exaggeration. 
\ 
“I have taken birds as my pattern. 
W ith this machine men will bu able 
to fly on the same principle as a bird 
flys. 
If a cog breaks or something 
else goes wrong, or if he becomes ex­ 
hausted and the 
propelling ceases, 
there will he no danger, for he will be 
able to descend gently to the earth and 
laud easily upon his feet" 
Mr. Holland discounts the course 
taken by a number of flying machine 
experts who use a combination of bal­ 
loon and aeroplane. This form, he be­ 
lieves, will never become practical for 
aerial navigation because he considers 
the gas bag offers too much resistance 
to the air, and, on the other hand, be­ 
lieves th at flying machines and the 
aeroplane idea—the latter of the Lang­ 
ley class—will be the real means of 
navigation of the air in the future. He 
expressed his belief that with the new 
H olland airship he will be able to fly 
from New York to W ashington to at­ 
tend the next presidential inaugura­ 
tion and get back home 
the 
same 
night. 
It is his intention to make ex­ 
perim ents 
with 
his 
machine 
next 
spring. 


BETTER RURAL SCHOOLS. 


AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION NEC- 
CESSARY TO KEEP BOYS ON 
THE FARM. 


Problem s of th e Farm Solved by 
Thorough T raining of th e Young. 
School Gardens an E ssential Ad­ 
junct of the City School. 
Edward 
Eggleston’s 
“Hoosier 
Schoolmaster” was a romance of the 
type 
of common-school 
education 
which, a couple of generations 
ago, 
extended, with its natural variations, 
from one end of the Union to the oth­ 
er. “The little red brick school house” 
of the earlier days of the settlem ent 
of the Mississippi Valley was the prin­ 
cipal factor in the elevation of the 


many tim es 
more perplexing 
those which troubled the pedagogue* of 
our forefathers. In those days we had 
the great resources of an unbroken and 
an unsettled wilderness. The resident» 
of Ohio and Kentucky were pioneer».

Yet there is an undercurrent of quiet 
force a t work, year by year becoming 
better organized and w ith broader pow­ 
er, whose tendency is to overcome this 
hurtful condition and stem the tide 
of immigration away from the land and 
into the already overcrowded centers. 
Industrial and agricultural schemes of 
education are finding footholds 
here 
and there, and nature study courses 
and school gardens, 
where children 
are taught to know something of the 
«oil and plants and the real wonders of 
nature, are no longer scoffed a t or 
looked upon as fads. 
To F it for Real Life. 
This 
movement embraces the de­ 
m and for the teaching of 
domestic 
science and both agriculture and m an­ 
ual training in all the public schools, 
so th at children shall be taught to 
work with their hands and to force 
from the soil the greatest 
possible 
production, as they to-day learn in the 
public schools of France, Denmark and 
other of the older countries. The new 
movement m aintains that every school 
•bould have a school garden, where ev­ 
ery child should be intelligently taught 
to be a lover of nature and of the 
country and trained toward the land as 
a source of honorable livelihood, rath­ 
er than away from it. 
Some of the work of the Department 
ef Agriculture shows the tremendous 
peed which exists for farm training. 
Need fo r F arm T eaching. 
To be a successful 
farm er to-day 
m eans th at a man m ust Apt be satisfied 
to plant and reap as his rather did be­ 
fore him, but th at he m ust study the 
conditions of his soil and climate, and 
If necessary discard 
as unprofitable 
the crops which have been raised in 
bis locality from tim e immemorial and 
■ubstitute those which scientific ex­ 
perim ents have demonstrated are the 
greatest money m akers; he m ust study 
the breeding of plants as he would the 
breeding of anim als; 
he m ust learn 
how to fight and overcome the many 
insects and other enemies of his crops 
and live stock; in a word, he m ust de­ 
vote as much hard study and thought 
to farm ing as he would to any other 
chosen trade or profession which he 
m ight elect to engage in, if he moved 
into a city community. No young man 
would expect to pass from the farm 
Into the city and make even a bare liv­ 
ing unless he felt himself 
specially 


fered, from our cousins across the 
sea. 
Five or six hundred years ago, the 
boys in the,- old town of Grimsby, 
Lincolnshire, Eng., looked forw ard to 
Plow-Monday as eagerly as those of 
today anticipate 
Christmas. 
This 
feast w as never overlooked. I t m eant 
wild excitement, a procession, a the­ 
atrical entertainm ent, usually out of 
doors on the broad docks, a church 
service with 
sermon, and a grand 
barbecue and feast extending far into 
the night. 
It w as known as “ Plough- 
Monday,” or the giving of thanks for 
the harvest of crops. 
It came a t the 
close of the Christmas holidays, was 
officially recognized, the Mayor of the 
town leading the procession, and his 
“brethren” 
following 
proudly. 
The 
day opened early and active. Crowds 
flocked into town. Shop-keepers opened 
wide and dispensed generous 
hospi­ 
tality. Good cheer, good food, good 
ale, shone in all faces. 
The plough— 
a 
common 
farm 
im plem ent—was 
decked w ith brilliant fabrics. The 
young people lined up along gaily 
colored ropes attached to the clevis, 
His Honor, the Mayor, a t the handles 
like a steam boat pilot, for it was often 
a chase like the wind, up street and 
down, pell mell. His official subor­ 
dinates followed; then the people of 
the town, young and old; and the far­ 
mers from the neighboring country. 
Like the Circus Parade. 
They dragged the plough and the 
Mayor and all the old folks through 
the streets, singing, shouting, and beg­ 
ging from door to door for clothes, 
food, or w hatever eise 
w as 
to 
be 
given away. Alms and presents were 
given for distribution among the poor. 
The 
company w as led by a fool, or 
clown, a witch, -several dancers, a fid­ 
dler, or several, called minstrels, and 
a strong man w th a cart to carry the» 
presents gathered on the way. 
When 
the procession 
had 
covered 
every 
street the plough w as dragged into the 
church and placed before an altar. 
All hands then w ithdrew to a broad, 
open space, near the docks, when a 
play w as held on an Improvised stage. 
This play w as called “Creation,” and 
the company of perform ers consisted 
of pnests, clerks, and 
others, 
who 
took the parts of God the Father, God 
the Son, the first woman, 
the 
first 
man, the serpent, 
the 
devil, 
Noah, 
Adam, and other historical and scrip­ 
tural characters. 
This play was re­ 
garded as m ost sacred, and the great 
crowds w itnessing it were duly im­ 
pressed by its solemnity.

PAINTING OF MARTYRED PRESI­ 
DENT HANGS IN THE WHITE 
HOUSE. 


A rtist Murphy. Hitherto Unknown . 
Paints This Portrait W ithout a 
Sitting and from Photographs Only. 
By Francis B, Gessner. 
It is somewhat rem arkable th at the 
portrait of President 
McKinley that 
now hangs in the W hite House was 
painted by an humble and hitherto un­ 
known artist in New York to whom 
the President never accorded a sitting. 
The lamented McKinley did pose for 
famous artists of Europe and the best 
portrait painters of our own country, 
yet it remained for Mr. W illiam D. 
Murphy, of New York, to produce with 
the aid only of photographs the one 
portrait of McKinley most acceptable 
to the family and friends. 
More than 
that, it was considered the most de­ 
sirable one to be hung on the historic 
walls of the W hite House. 
Mr. Murphy has a modest little stu­ 
dio at 17 E ast Sixteenth street, New 
York, just off Union Square. 
He had 
achieved some local fame as a pains­ 
taking portrait painter, but had never 
dreamed of having a picture hung in 
the W hite House along with portraits 
done by the most famous artists of sev­ 
eral generations. 
After the terrible 
tragedy at Buffalo, Mr. Murphy made a 
collection of the 
President’s 
photo­ 
graphs, together with information as 
to coloring and aided by Mrs. Murphy, 
who is also an artist, produced a pic­ 
ture in pastel. 
W hen the picture was 
finished Mr. Murphy made efforts to 
have Abner McKinley, the brother of 
the President, see and 
criticise the 
work. 
Finally the artist had an in­ 
terview with Colonel W ilbur C. Brown, 
Abner’s business partner and who had 
been very close to the beloved Chief 
Executive. 
It was after much plead­ 
ing that Colonel Brown consented to 
bring Abner to the studio. Neither had 
ever heard of Murphy. They had seen 
a hundred portraits of McKinley, good, 
bad and indifferent, and were them ­ 
selves indifferent, the more so because 
they knew th a t this unknown artist 
had never been given a sitting. How­ 
ever, his pleadings were so 
earnest 
that they finally went to the studio. 
The picture 
was unveiled and the 
brother stood amazed and startled, as 
if the dead had suddenly come to life. 
Tears came to the eyes of Abner and 
the eye3 of Colonel Brown. They gazed 
in silence for a time, and then 
the 
brother said, “That is the best portrait 
of dear W ill th at I have ever seen.” 
Colonel Brown said 
the same, and 
both advised the artist to put the con­ 
ception in oil and compete for the hon­ 
or of having it hung in the 
White 
House. 
Mr. Murphy did so, aided by 
his wife, and it was chosen in prefer­ 
ence to the hundred or more paintings

REFORM IN LA W-MAKING. 


Ex-Attorney 
General 
G riggs 
an 
A dvocate of D eliberate L egis­ 
lation. 
John W. Griggs, at one tim e A ttorney 
General during the McKinley adm inis­ 
tration, where he achieved fame for his 
ability as an exponent of the law, and 
later one of the strongest members of 
The Hague tribunal, has lately been 
expounding to the people of New Jer­ 
sey a doctrine of real reform. 
It is 
believed that he knows whereof he 
speaks, for hardly any man in that 
State’s political life should know either 
the need for reform or the difficulties 
of achieving it better than he. Before 
President McKinley induced him to 
become a member of his Cabinet Mr. 
Griggs had earned his way to the head 
of the New Jersey bar, served as mem­ 
ber of the General Assembly and State 
Senator, been elected president of the 
latter body, and m et the responsibili­ 
ties of the governorship. He recently 
spoke a t a celebration on Forefathers’ 
Day In Orange, and laid this law down 
mildly but clearly to the State politi­ 
cians in the name of the decent men of 
the Commonwealth: 
"Publicity, no backstair legislation; 
no passage of bills because some one 
has O K ’d them beforehand; discus­ 
sion of measures on the floor of the 
House; real reasons to the public giv­ 
en why measures are favored or pro­ 
posed, and a return of the days when 
legislative bodies were debating socie­ 
ties and the public favored as much 
with reason for voting as w ith elo­ 
quence.” 
Mr. Griggs advocates reform in the 
enactment of State legislation when he 
says: 
“Rarely is a bill read each of the 
three constitutional times, except by ti­ 
tle. It passes in accordance with a de­ 
cision made previously somewhere else. 
I do not say the influence is an improp­ 
er one, but that influence was felt in 
the side rooms or on the back stairs 
before the fate of a measure was de­ 
cided. This method is a repression of 
individuality, sinking rights into a 
mere expression of some one else’s 
views or wishes.” 
Reports from New Jersey seem to 
show th at legislation at Trenton is 
practically in the same condition as 
that which existed at Jefferson City 
before Governor Folk washed the Mis­ 
souri capital clean. 
The policy advo­ 
cated by Mr. Griggs has a tendency to 
break up the State “organization" for 
actual debate. The return of the legis­ 
latures to their old standing as delib­ 
erative bodies puts a premium on in­ 
dependent 
and 
personal 
individual 
strength—and these qualities are the 
death of “organization.”

in Germany to the "man of 
blood and iron” are not less alarming 
in number than they are doubtlessly 
low in any real art quality.

His over-confidence brought on 
the Crimean war, in which Russia was 
arrayed against Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Turkey, and which resulted 
in the success of the allied armies. 
Alexander II 
liberated 
23,000,000 
serfs in 1SG1, but was assassinated by 
the Nihilists twenty years later, the 
present Czar, Nicholas II, coming to 
the throne November 1, 1894, and who 
can predict bis successor. Who has the 
temerity to suggest that he shall have 
a successor to the absolute power, the 
autocratic dominion over Ills millions 
of people!

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INSECT DEPREDATIONS. 


The Annual Loss Occasioned by Destructive 
Insects in the United States. 


GUV ELLIOTT MITCHELL 
Farm ers of the United States in ad­ 
dition to county, State and national 
taxes, probably pay a much heavier 
toll than they do to all three of the 
above. The tax collector in this latter 
case iff one which is merciless and 
overbearing, paying no attention what­ 
ever to the necessities or obligations of 
the agriculturist each year, calling for 
hie dues unrem ittingly, and* gloating 
over the misfortunes of his ten an t 
The tax collector in this case, however, 
is the insect 
The losses resulting 
from the depredations of insects on 
all plant products of the soil, both in 
their growing and in their stored state, 
together w ith those on livestock, ex­ 
ceed the entire expenditures of the Na­ 
tional Government, including the pen­ 
sion roll, and the m aintenance of the 
army and the navy. 
Enormous as is 
the total value of all farm products of 
this country it often would be much 
greater were it not for the injurious 
work of insects. 
According to figures 
compiled by the D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture the estim ate is made th at the 
total value of farm products during the 
last year .am ounted to $5,000,000,000. 
The Bureau of 
Entomology, of the 
Department of Agriculture, being fa­ 
miliar with the work of the im portant 
Insect pests, estim ates the probable 
shortage due to insect damage at a 
minimum of 10 per cent., while in 


corn rootworm. 
The chinch worm 
causes depredations nearly as severe as 
the above mentioned insects, making 
another loss of $20,000,000 annually. 
Every year the Department receives 
reports from different sections of the 
country describing injury to corn by 
such insects as billbugs, the various 
wireworms, cutworms, arm y worms,

stalk-borers, various species of locusts 
or grasshoppers, corn plant lice and 
other insects. This undoubtedly causes 
a loss of an additional $20,000,000, or 
with a total annual loss to , the corn 
crop of $80,000,000. 
Of a large number of insects which 
depredate wheat crops, the three im­ 
portant species are the Hessian fly, the 
chinch bug and the grain plant louse. 
vVhile the chinchbugisnotablya w heat 
pest, its damage to other cereals and 
varied crops is very considerable. The

years of excessive insect damage the 
Shortage may am ount to 50 per cent. 
The annual shortage of 10 per cent, is 
s low estimate, which is more often 
exceeded than fallen below, and indi­ 
cates at current farm prices a money 
loss 
of 
$500,000,000—the 
minimum 
yearly tax which insects lay on the 
products of the farm. 
This estimate, 
however, does not include the damage 
caused to farm products in storage, 
such as cereals and forage crops and 
to natural forests and forest products, 
assigning at least $100,000,000 to each 
of these two items. 
The total annual 
tax 
then chargeable to insects is 
$700,000,000 annually. 
The item of loss from insect damage 
not only includes the actual destruc­ 
tion or injury to crops, but the esti­ 
mate m ust also include a very im port­ 
ant item—the am ount of money de­ 
voted to insect control. This amounts 
to a very considerable percentage of 
the value of the crop in the case of 
orchard fruits, truck crops and such 
field crops as cotton and tobacco. For 
Instance in estim ating the losses due to 
the codling moth it has been shown by 
figures of the Departm ent of Agricul­ 
ture that over $8,000,000 a year is ex­ 
pended in spraying apple trees, allow­ 
ing a cost of only 5 cents per tree. 
The cost of gassing and spraying citrus 
fruit trees ranges from 5 cents to $1.50 
per tree. 
Another source of loss is 
th at occasioned by a diminution of cer­ 
tain crops such as wheat or cotton. 


losses from depredations of this insect 
on wheat in single States have ranged 
between $10,000,000 and $20,000,000 in 
one year. 
A very reasonable average 
annual estim ate of loss, taking the 
country as a whole, would indicate 
about $20,000,000 a year chargeable to 
this insect. 
W hile in some years the 
dam age caused by H essian fly is enor­ 
mous, taking the average of ten years, 
the loss to the wheat crop caused by 
this bug has a value of $40,000,000, and 
so on, numerous other insects and 
pests lay toll on the w heat crop of the 
farmer. W ere it not for their destruc­ 
tive work the wheat crop of the coun­ 
try this year would be 20 per cent, 
greater. 
Insect D am age to Hay. 
Hay and forage crops are damaged 
by numerous insects to an extent of 
about 10 per cent. 
The cotton crop is 
reduced through the agency of the 
cotton boll-weevil, the bollworm and

Shortage may eo increase values as to 
occasion the shutting down of mills. 
A shortage of a finished product such 
as flour, cotton or fabrics, may mean 
a corresponding loss to transportation 
companies and to shippers. 
In other 
words shortage in an im portant pro­ 
duct starts a train of losses to the 
end of the chapter, the total amount 
of which is quite beyond calculation or 
estimate, 


Cereals Dam aged M ost. 
The cereals suffer most from insect 
damage, the yearly amount of loss ag­ 
gregating $200,000,000. 
The leading 
cereal crop of the United States, of 
course, is king corn, with a value last 
year of $1,216,000,000. 
W hile corn is 
less subject to Insect damage and 
wheat next, the m ost im portant cereal, 
which is the corn product, would he 
Iconsiderably greater were it not for 
Important insect pests. The corn root­ 
worm causes an annual average loss 
of a t least 2 per cent, of the crop or 
some $20,000,000. 
The next most im­ 
portant insect pest of this cereal Is 
the bollworm or earworm. 
This in­ 
sect, according to the Bureau of Ento­ 
mology, probably attacks from 90 to 
100 per cent, of the ears of sweet corn 
throughout the country and the dam­ 
age caused by this pest is probably 
nearly as great as th at caused by the

the leafworm, while many other in­ 
sects inflict minor damage. 
W ithout 
counting the losses due to the latter 
class of depredators we have a total 
loss of more than $40,000,000 charge­ 
able to the three im portant insect 
pests of cotton. 
Vegetable and other truck crops are 
especially subject to insect injury, and 
furtherm ore in the case of these crops 
there is always a large expenditure 
for the control of insects. The orchard 
and sm aller fruits suffer heavier loss 
from insect pests, both directly and be­ 
cause of the expensive methods of 
treatm ent necessary to, prevent still 
greater losses. There are several hun­ 
dred insects which depredate on the 
roots, trunk, foliage and fruit of the 
apple. 
The im portant pests are the 
woolly aphis, injuring the roots; the 
trunk and limb borers, the leafworms, 
canker-worms and tent caterpillars, 
and the various scale insect pests, in­ 
cluding the San Jose scale. 
Injuring 
the fruit are the codling moth, the 
cuculio, and the apple maggot. 
The insect losses to other deciduous 
fruits are quite as heavy as in the 
case of the apple and especially when 
the treatm ents for the San Jose scale 
and other scale pests are considered; 
and in the case of citrus fruits the cost 
of treatm ent is much greater and the 
actual losses again heavier. 
Forests—especially planted forests of 
artificially wooded areas on farm s— 
pay. toll to numerous borers, which

often almost utterly destroy the trees, 
as in the case of the black locust, to 
leaf defoliators and many other varie­ 
ties of depredating insects. 
Cattle the Prey of Insects. 
The losses due to biting and para­ 
sitic insects of cattle are considerable. 


The principal culprits are the ox-war- 
ble, and various biting flies and ticks. 
Horses, sheep and other farm animals 
are subject to attacks of sim ilar para­ 
sites and other insect enemies. 
If all 
these be considered including, for ex­ 
ample, the buffalo gnats, often very 
destructive in the South, the many 
gadflies, botflies, the screw-worm fly, 
and such parasites as the ticks and lice, 
a heavy percentage of loss m ust be 
reckoned. 
A conservative estim ate of 
the Department of Agriculture of these 
losses is $175,000,000 a year. 


Stored Products Preyed Upon. 
W hile mention has been made of the 
damage done to vegetable products dur­ 
ing the growing and m aturing season, 
these crops after they have run the 
gauntlet of insect enemies during their 
entire period of growth, are still sub­ 
ject to the inroads of insect depreda­ 
tors while in storage on the farm, in 
elevators and mills, or again while in 
transit especially in the case of long 
shipments by sea. 
Food products in 
the kitchen and house-storeroom suf­ 
fer from insect damage. Animal pro­ 
ducts are attacked by larder beetles, 
etc., fruits by various fruit and vine­ 
gar flies and the woolens and house­ 
hold furnishings by beetles, moths, 
silver fish, etc. 
Cured tobacco is es­ 
pecially subject to insect attacks end 
damage, the most im portant source of 
injury being a minute insect known as 
the cigarette beetle which not only 
eats into cigarettes but all other forms 
of cured tobacco. 
W hile an estim ate 
of $100,000,000 a year is placed upon 
the damage done to the store products, 
this does not include the destruction to 
products in the household or to tobacco. 
A 
very 
considerable item 
which 
might be chargeable to insects and yet 
which cannot be estimated is that of 
preventing insect damage. No one can 
estim ate how much is expended on 
wire screens for the household to pre­ 
vent the ingress of flies, mosquitoes 
and moths, nor can an estim ate be 
placed upon the am ount of money ex­ 
pended to eradicate mosquitoes, but it 
is believed that the estim ate of $700,­ 
000,000* made by the officials of the 
Department of Agriculture is far below 
the actual annual loss. 
The problem 
{he economic entomologist of the fu­ 
ture m ust solve is the lessening or pre­ 
vention of this loss. 


ECONOMY IN BUYING MEA TS. 


A Seedless Persim m on. 
The latest sensation in the seedless 
fruit line reported at W ashington is 
a seedless persimmon. 
The officials 
of the Department of Agriculture the 
other day received a visit from Mr. 
John H. Drury, who brought with him 
a specimen of seedless native persim­ 
mons from his place near the national 
capital. 
The general impression is that tij^ 
seedless persimmon is either non-ex­ 
istent or nearly so in this country. A 
seedless variety of this fall luxury Is 
not, however, a new thing, but, on the 
other hand, a number of trees are scat­ 
tered throughout the South 
hearing 
seedless persimmons. 
Seedless speci­ 
mens are occasionally found in the big 
Japanese variety and they are rather 
rare and the flavor is nothing to be 
compared to the native sort. 
A number of instances are known by 
the officials of the Bureau of Plant In­ 
dustry of solitary persimmon 
trees 
bearing seedless fruit, but when pollen 
from other persimmon trees in 
the 
neighborhood is brought in 
contact 
with the flowers of the seedless sort 
the resultant fruit will be full of seed. 
The fruit brought to the Department 
of Agriculture by Mr. Drury proves to 
be a little smaller than the average 
native 
persimmon. 
The specimens 
when cut across were absolutely seed­ 
less and while the fruit was compara­ 
tively small it had really more meat

—the best cuts—and if not those they 
yesort 
to 
canned 
meats. 
We’re 
here to sell meat, only I do hate to see 
people throwing their money away.’ 
The butcher was a thrifty German 
and knew w hat economy meant. 
The 
truth of his statem ent is proven every 
day in the big markets. 
Steaks and 
roasts, roasts and steaks—these are 
the standbys. 
And if, by chance, the 
cheaper cuts of meat are suggested; 
oftentimes the reply will me: “Oh, but 
my family likes only the best cuts.” 
I always feel sorry for the house­ 
keeper who speaks thus, feeling sure 
she is ignorant of the nutritive value 
and delicate flavor of the “cheap cuts1 
when properly cooked. 
And the un­ 
fortunate fact is th at many house­ 
keepers leave this im portant m atter to 
the ignorant and unskillful servant. 
Happening into the kitchen of a 
friend at four o’clock one afternoon I 
saw the negro cook drop a piece of 
meat, evidently intended for a stew, 
into a kettle of cold w ater and light 
the gas under it. 
“Pearl, w hat are 
you doing,” I asked. 
‘Putting de meat on fo dinner. 
It’s 
a little late, but 111 boil it hard and 
maybe it’ll git done by six o’clock. 
Howsomever, dey’s got to eát it, for we 
ain’t got nothin’ else.” 
Here was a good piece of beef, a 
rather 
expensive 
cut, 
too, 
utterly 
ruined by the cooking. The cold water 
drew ou£ the juices and the rapid boil­ 
ing hardened the fibers, with the result 
th at the finished product was not fit 
to put in any human stomach. And it 
should have been such an appetizing 
and thoroughly satisfying dinner. Both 
the m istress and the maid were ignor­ 
ant and indifferent concerning the 
question of the daily food for the fam­ 
ily.

size of the meat bills was suggested 
the plan of buying cheaper cuts.

pot roast” was suggested as a substi­ 
tute for the expensive “prime ribs.”

THE ARTIFICIAL LIFE. 


C onsists in Part in Eating Adulter­ 
ated and Injurious Foods. 
The State Board of Health of Massa­ 
chusetts has had chemical analyses 
made of prepared foods and the report 
of the Board shows what we really eat 
in the course of everyday life. When 
we use pepper, we also get ground 
nutshell and fruit stenes with a little 
pepper mixed in. 
M ustard consistB 
chiefly of wheat flour and turmeric, 
this latter is an E ast Indian saffron 
colored root with an acrid and pungent 
taste. 
When we use lime juice we get 
a little of the juice with 40 to 63 per 
cent, water, the whole preserved with 
sulphurous, salicylic or benzoic acid. 
Ale is preserved with salicylic acid, 
also porter and likewise beer; “pure 
Vermont” maple syrup is nothing more 
than cane syrup. 
Canned clams are 
preserved with boric acid. 
W hile this revelation of the Massa­ 
chusetts authorities is something aw­ 
ful to contemplate, yet we are stag­ 
gered by a further report of the Board 
which 
shows th at an 
enterprising 
chemist has discovered th at the odor 
of spoiled eggs can be neutralized 
through the addition of formaldehyde. 
Since this discovery a number of es­ 
tablishm ents have entered into the 
business of collecting bad eggs, treat­ 
ing them with formaldehyde and sell­ 
ing the m ixture to bakers, who use it 
in cake and other foods sold to the 
public. While the addition of form al­ 
dehyde utterly destroys any bad odor, 
the process renders the eggs extremely 
hurtful to the human system. 
Form ­ 
erly the m ixture of bad eggs was sold 
to leather manufacturers, but since 
this later discovery the price of mixed 
eggs has risen from 19 cents per case 
to more than a dollar.
